The language used by the com- 
mittee in. its resolution was 
considerably stronger than that 
of the 1956 Democratic platform. 
Even more illustrative of this 
hardening of attitude by Western 
and Northern Democrats was the 
complete lack of any disposition 
to compromise with the massive 
resistance by some Southern 
states to the court’s constitution- 
al interpretations. 


A day later the National Dem- 
ocratic Advisory Council met and 
made public its recommenda- 
tions. Its findings are in no way 
a part of those of the party’s 
official business. But its mem- 
bers, headed by former Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman, without 
question reflect majority opinion 
among influential party leaders. 


Recommendation 


The urgent recommendation of 
this advisory council was for 
federal legislation to implement 
the court’s constitutional deci- 
sions, and a call on all states to 
do all that is necessary to save 
public education. 


This sets the pattern for the 
national conventions of 1960 and 
the campaigns in the autumn of 
that year. 


The Republicans sometime ago 
crossed this same political Rubi- 
con. 


The nominees of the Republican 
and Democratic parties will as- 
sert they are determined that 
every American citizen is en- 
titled to the same rights and | 
privileges as every other Ameri- 
can and that necessary legisla- 
tion shall be provided to assure 
this status. They will then say 
they welcome the votes of all per- 
sons, North, South, East and 
West, who so believe. 


But there will be no gesture of 
appeasement of the extreme deep 
South position of anti-civil rights 
and anti-Supreme Court. 


This is a practical political de- 
cision. Like all such conclusions, 
it is based on reality. No aspir- 
ing candidate, of either party, 
believes he can be nominated or 
elected if his position in any way 
waters down equality in citizen- 
ship rights. 


The open hostility and defiance 
of the Federal Commission on 
Civil Rights by state officials in 
Alabama was a factor in the hard- 
ening of opinion in this field. 


Present Realities 


At any rate, these are the pres- 
ent political realities. They will 
further inflame those whose 
minds long ago closed to reason 
and moderation. They will the 
more disturb those who honestly 
and honorably love the South and 
know its future must be a part 
of the nation’s. The country will 
be harmed by such a contest, 
which in time can have but one 
result. But damage to the South 
will be greater. 


The Civil War of 1861-65 was 
one only a few extremists 
wanted. The people did not wish 
it, and they believed their lead- 
ers who told them their policy of 
secession would prevent war. It 
has been said that if.10 extrem- 
ists on each side could have been 
hanged, even as late as 1860, 
there would have been no con- 
flict. It is a statement not too 
greatly exaggerated. 

Now, in 1958, there is yet time 
to avoid the chaos and the dan- 
gers, but again it appears that 
extremists have drowned out the 
voice of reason.

The program whieh prompted 
Griffin’s demand featured Gov.- 
elect Vandiver’s floor leaders, 
Rep. Frank Twitty and Sen. Carl 
Sanders. It was sponsored by 
WSB-TV and The Atlanta Consti- 
tution. 

Griffin contended that the pro- 
gram “‘was devoted almost entire- 
ly to maligning the present admin- 


istration and the discussion was 
slanted for political purposes.” 


WIRED RESPONSE 
Bartlett wired in response: 


“WSB-TV and the Atlanta news- 
papers do not agree with your 
contention that the Dec. 7 Press 
Gallery program was a political 
discussion. 


“Therefore we decline to meet 
your request for ‘equal time.’ 


“We and the Atlanta news- 
papers had intended to invite you 
te appear on the Press Gallery 
program Dec. 28, following ap- 
pearances on it Dec. 14 by Sen. 
Talmadge and Dec. 21 by Sen. 
Russell. This invitation to you for 
the Dec. 28 program is still 
planned, on grounds that it would 
be newsworthy for you to give an 
accounting of your stewardship 
as governor. If you see fit to ac- 
cept the forthcoming invitation we 
will welcome you as our guest.”

WASHINGTON—Former Presi- 
dent Harry Truman put on one 
of his best “‘give ‘em hell” per- 
formance before the National 
Press Club Monday.

West Berlin’s Message 
Is Heard Around World 


West Berlin's overwhelming vote 
against communism is a propaganda de- 
feat for Khrushchev of great magnitude. 
It should not have been a great surprise 
since no Western country ever has chosen 
communism by a vote of its people. 

West Berlin, surrounded by Commu- 
nists, has seen the system at work and 
is revolted at what she sees. That is the 
message her voters gave the world. 

Meanwhile, the slow-moving crisis 
which Moscow has ordered for the West 
in Berlin is being accelerated. East Ger- 
many now has made a claim that West 
Berlin is Communist territory. There are 
renewed threats of air and sea blockade 
to freeze the West out. 

If Khrushchev’s power play is in- 
tended to frighten the West into neu- 
tralization of all Germany, it must not 
succeed. If it is intended to force us to 
desert West Berlin, there is a grave dan- 
ger of war. Either of these courses would 
be fatal to the West and to Europe’s de- 
fenses. ar 

While there is room for renegotiating 
the whole German problem with a view to 
settlement, there can be no question of 
civing up either West Berlin or West 
Germany to the Russians.

More meaningful to the South even 
than the strongly positive civil rights 
stand of the National Democratic Com- 
mittee were the contents of an address 
on the same weékend by U.S. Atty. Gen. 
Rogers. 

The Cabinet officer indicated that pri- 
vate enterprise, “in making new invest- 
ments, will necessarily take into account 
the climate of local opinion and the pub- 
lic facilities that will be available to per- 
sonnél.” 

At the same time, Rogers said, the 
federal government, in determining the 
location of “new or expanded facilities, 
will have to give consideration to the 
availability of public schools and other 
public conveniences as a matter of fair- 
ness and justice to its personnel who will 
be on duty there.” 

This indicates no new federal installa- 
tions will be placed in states which aban- 
don their schools. Present ones will be 
reduced. 

The attorney general also restated the 
administration’s position, which position 
fully is endorsed by the Republican ond 
Democratic parties. He declared that 
equality under the law, which is a na-~ 
tional concept, “could never be a viola- 
tion of the rights of any state.” The legal 
situation of school desegregation, he add- 


ed, “has been settled and no serious- 


minded person can doubt ‘the perma- 
nence of the decision by the Supreme 
Court.” 

With regard to the first conclusion 
by the attornéy general, there can be 
no argument about it. Technicians, 
skilled workers, engineers and white col- 
lar employes of government plants end 
installations will net want to go where 
public education ig nonexistent and 
the schools are in chaos, Private corpora- 
tions are beginning to reflect the same 
sentiment.

for making a statement about a 
highly controversial issue. Of 
course, those who disagree with 
the Emory faculty members have 
a right to-express themselves in 
disagreement. One of the basic 
freedoms in this country is the 
right. of the individual citizen to 
give voice to his feelings and his 
thoughts as long as he does no 
injury to others. 

More than two-thirds of the 
faculty members at Emory signed 
the statement. educators 
feel that-even a temporary inter- 
ruption of schooling would sharply 
reduce the number of trained per- 
sons that are needed to protect the 
best interests of the nation. 

These educators, serving a pri- 
vate university, are aware of the 
fact that the major portion of the 
pre-college educational burden 
must be borne by public schools. 
They are fully aware that private 
schools make a tremendous con- 
tribution to education, but they 
also know that many parents are 
unable to make use of private 

financial circum- 


schools due to 


faculty members are concerned. 
Many of them have children of 
school age and they know how 
important it is that youngsters be 
provided suitable educational op- 
portunities. These educators also 
are aware that any closing of the 
schools might cause a number of 
parents to consider moving else- 
where in order to have educatiop- 
al facilities for their children. 

It should be noted that Emory 
is even now making plans to offer 
educational training for more than 
200 children of faculty members 
in the event the public schools are 
closed. A committee has been 
named to study the possibility of 
setting up an elementary and high 
school program and it will also 
look into the possibility of a sub- 
freshman program on the Emory 


’ campus that would enable seniors 


from the Atlanta public school 
system to go ahead with their 
educational training.

In relating his conversation in 
an article in “The Reporter” 


magazine, Nilsson remarks 
on the complete openness with:

Pasternak’s open dissent goes 
back many years. During the 
purge years of the 1930's many of 
his friends were arrested and dis- 
appeared. He mentions this inci- 
dent: 
“On one occasion they came to 
me with something they wanted 
me to sign. It was to the effect 
that I approved of the party’s 
executing the generals. In a 
sense, this was a proof of their 
confidence in me. They didn’t go 
to those who were on the list for 
liquidation. My wife was preg- 
nant. She cried and begged me 
to sign, but I couldn’t. That day 
I examined the pros and cons of 
my own survival. I was con- 
vinced that I wouid be arrested 
—my turn had come. I was pre-

up when and if a test ban accord 
is reached by the three nations. 
KEY CONTROL 

The agreement came during a 
3% hour session of the three- 
power nuclear conference which 
approved the key control provi-| 
sion as the second article of a test | 
ban treaty now under step-by- | 
step negotiation here.

He said that 
the “gag rule” was the brainchild 
of Walter Reuther, auto workers 
union leader. 


“The purpose of this new set of 
rules is to enable a temporary 
majority of the Senate to gag 
their colleagues and prevent the 
full and free discussion that has 
made the Senate the world’s out- 
standing deliberative body,’ Sen. 
Russell sai. 


The Senator expressed concern 
over the results of the recent elec- 
tion. ‘‘Most of the new congress- 
men,”’ he said, “‘are polishing up 
their liberal badges.”

HEARING CROWDED 


The hearing was opened at 9 
a.m. in a crowded courtroom of 
the federal building by John A. 
Hannah, commission chairman 
and president of Michigan State 
University. After reading a state- 
ment on the agency’s mission, he 
turned over the chair to Robert 
G. Storey, vice chairman and 
dean of Southern Methodist Uni- 
versity Law School in Dallas, 
Tex. He also read a statement. 


The first witness was William 
P. Mitchell of Tuskegee, an em- 
ploye at the Veterans Administra- 
tion Hospital there and secretary 
of the Tuskegee Civic Assn. The 
organization has pressed a cam- 
paign to obtain full voting rights 
for Negroes. 


He testified that for the years 
1956 through October of 1958 a 
total of 1,585 Negroes had sought 
registration. Of this number only 
510 were certified. 


“ONLY 1,110” 


Mitchell said only 1,110 Negroes 
are registered of a total Macon 
County Negro population of 27,000. 
More than 14,000 are of voting 
age, he said. 


He contended that 3,016 whites 
were on the rolls and pointed out 
that the 1950 census gave a total 
white population of only 3,177.

If you want to know the temperature in Italy or 
the name of Napoleon’s jailer on St. Helena, call the 
Atlanta city library reference department. 


The reference staff, which also 
takes care of the business and 
industry division, includes 11 
full-time members and two part- 
time ones. 


And, to answer these hosts of 
calls, visitors and letters which 


@ daily deluge the department, the 


members are well versed in li- 
brary education with most of 
them holding master’s degrees 
in the subject. 


The usual reference books are 
their first subjects to search— 
including dictionaries, encyclo- 
pedias, almanacs, periodical 
guides and cook books. But the 
whole library is open for ques- 
tions which require added re- 
search. 


ON TELEPHONE 


Telephoned questions can only 
be answered if they require 
“ready reference’’ material, 
things that can be answered in 
a short length of time. 


People who come in with their 
questions can receive more de- 
tailed answers. 


The reference staff keeps two 
files—one of ‘Unusual Ques- 
tions’’ and the other of “Hard 
Knots,”’ ones where the answer 
requires more than the usual 
search. 


From these guides to what At- 
lantans (as well as many out-of- 
towners) are wondering about 
are such things as how to make 
a dish or depression garden, 
how to preserve a horned toad, 
who was the Secretary of 
Treasury under John Adams 
(Oliver Wolcott Jr.). 


HARD QUESTION 


Some questions really hit the 
reference department hard, like 
the well-meaning lady who 
wanted to know when it was 
proper to remove the jacket to 
a suit dress at a dinner party. 


(Her answer was, ‘Whenever 
the jacket becomes uncomfort- 
ably warm.) 

During one month this year, 
these are some of the questions 
fired to the reference depart- 
ment: 


“Is it Smithsonian Institute or 
Institution?’”’ ‘‘Where is Brus- 
sels?”’ ‘“‘What are the names of 
the Three Musketeers?” Re- 
quests for a street map of Kan- 
sas City and for information on 


the Pennsylvania Turnpike. ‘‘In, 


which Shakespearean play is 
the flower, myrtle, mentioned?” 
“How did the Cross of Lorraine 
become the symbol of French 
monarchy?”

Groups use the reference de- 
partment, too. For example, the 
Atlanta Civic Ballet needed to 
know an exact color of a partic- 
ular animal and so they referred 
their problem to the library.

tions. 


“We tell them to ask some 
senior member if they can’t 
find the answer. Education is 
important. But sometimes ex- 
perience can add that extra 
knowledge of where to look’”’ 
said Miss Erlich.

Lipstick to kifle Range 


Employed at present in an At- 
lanta dress shop, Tanya point- 
ed out that a Russian woman 
was lucky if she could buy one 
new dress a year. Russian men, 
keyed to the unglamorous look 
of the husky, ‘buxom Russian 
female, don’t look for feminine 
frills and coy costumes. The un- 
derpaid, underdressed and evi- 
dently undersexed look of the 
Russian woman is taken for 
granted. “It’s all according to 
what you are used to,” said 
Tanya. ‘Over in Russia, nylons, 
pretty lingerie and cosmetics 
are scarce items in the femi- 
nine wardrobe.”’ 


It isn’t only the lack of pret- 
ties that keeps the Russian wom- 
an from pursuing a course in 
glamour, time is a big factor, 
too.

The still-appalling poverty of 
the Russian is strongly empha- 
sized by Tanya’s statement that 
it would take a worker’s salary 
for a month to buy one pair of 
shoes. She recalled the time 
when her father, a college pro- 
fessor, turned his month’s sal- 
ary over to buy Tanya a coat— 
an inexpensive one by our 
standards. 


Captured by the Germans 
during World War II, Tanya 
was taken to Berlin where she 
was put into domestic service. 
When the war ended, she came 
to the United States. 


“I still love Russia,” said 
Tanya, “it’s my homeland. But 
I shall never return while the 
heavy iron hand of communism 
rules the people that I love.”
